sary some tips for handling spe­ 
cific types — such

crepes, 
taffetas and cotton blends. 


All are washable by machine 
and t h r i v e on warm suds and 
rinses. 
But 
there are 
certain 
rules to be followed 


For instance, a short spin cy­ 
cle is best for taffeta to mini­ 
mize wrinkles.
